SUBJECT: LIBYAN POSITION ON CEASE-PIRE IN CHAD

BEGIN SUMMARY: JALUD'S MAY 1 COMMENTS ON CHAD DO NOT REPRESENT 
CHANGE IN LIBYAN POLICY WHICH HAS BEEN CONSISTENT, IF DISIN- 
GENUOUS, SINCE MARCH SEBHA II CEASEPIRE. PUBLICLY, LIBYA 
SUPPORTS CEASE-PIRE WHILE STRONGLY CONDEMNING PRENCH INTERVEN- 
CONPIDENTIAL 
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TION AS EXACERBATING SITUATION. LIBYA HAS NEVER PUBLICLY 
ACCUSED PROLINAT OP VIOLATING CEASE-PIRE NOR HAS IT EVER 
SUPPORTED PROLINAT’S APPARENT RENUNCIATION OF SEBHA 
ACCORD. PRIVATELY, MEANWHILE, LIBYA PROBABLY ENCOURAGED 
PROLINAT'S RECENT OFPENSIVE FOLLOWING MALLOUM'S PERSONAL 
DEMARCHE TO QADHAPI APRIL 9 CLARIPYING THAT CHAD GOVERN- 
MENT'S INTERPRETATION OP SEBHA DID NOT INCLUDE RECOGNITION 
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OF FROLINAT AND WITHDRAWAL OF FRENCH PRESENCE, TWO OF 
QADHAFI'S PRIMARY GOALS IN CHAD. LIBYANS NOW PROBABLY 
WANT TO SEE FURTHER DISCUSSIONS BETWEEN GOC AND EROLINAT 
WHICH WILL REAFFIRM CONCESSIONS GRANTED TO THE REBELS AT 
SEE HA AS A PERQUISITE EOR THE "EINAL" RECONCILIATION 
PLANNED JUNE 7 IN TRIPOLI. END SUMMARY. 

1. JALUD'S MAYDAY ADDRESS CONTAINED DETAILED COMMENTS ON 
CURRENT CHAD SITUATION WHICH REITERATED - BUT DID NOT 
ALTER - GENERAL THRUST OF LIBYA'S POLICY. JALUD DECLARED 
THAT OBJECTIVE OF FRENC INTERVENTION WAS "TO UNDERMINE 
THE AGREEMENT ON RECONCILIATION IN CHAD," AND HE HELD THE 
ERENCH RESPONSIBLE "IN CASE THIS AGREEMENT FAILS." HE 
NOTED THAT THE "SENDING OE MORE TROOPS AND JAGUAR AIR- 
CRAFT TO CHAD IS "COMPLICATING AND UNDERMINING THE SITUATION" 
AND THAT "THE RIGHT THING TO HAVE DONE AFTER THE 
SIGNING OF THE AGREEMENT WAS TO CONTAIN THE ERENCH FORCES, 
NOT TO SEND MORE AIRCRAFT AND MORE EORCES." JALUD ADDED 
QUOTE WE WARN AND WE HOLD THE FRENCH GOVERNMENT RESPONSI- 
BLE IN CASE THIS AGREEMENT FAILS UNQUOTE. AS FOR MALLOUM, 
JALUD STATED QUOTE WE INFORMED HIM OE ATTEMPTS TO 
UNDERMINE THE AGREEMENT UNQUOTE AND HE EXPLAINED THAT 
THOSE UNDERMINING THE SEE HA AGREEMENT ARE DOING SO TO 
PREVENT AFRICANS FROM RESOLVING "THEIR PROBLEM " IN CHAD 
AND TO DEPRIVE THEM OF THE SELF-CONFIDENCE THEY NEED TO 
SOLVE OTHER PROBLEMS SUCH AS ERITREA. 
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1. ALTHOUGH QADHAFI'S POSTURING TOWARDS CHAD HAS BEEN 
HOLLOW AND TWO-FACED, IT HAS NEVERTHELESS BEEN CONSISTENT 
SINCE MALLOUM'S APRIL 8-9 VISIT TO TRIPOLI. ESSENTIALLY, 

LIBYA'S POLICY IS COMPOSED OF TWO CONTRADICTORY BUT SELF- 
SERVING APPROACHES: THE PUBLIC APPROACH EMPHASIZES 
QADHAFI'S ROLE AS "PEACEMAKER" AND STRIVES TO PLACE LIBYA 
AT CENTER OE A "PROGRESSIVE," "NON-ALIGNED," "ANTI- 
IMPERIALIST" CONSTELLATION, WHILE THE PRIVATE APPROACH 
SEEKS TO ACHIEVE SPECIFIC TERRITORIAL AND POLITICAL GOALS 
IN CHAD.

3. THUS, PUBLICLY, LIBYA SUPPORTS SEE HA AND THE INTEGRITY 
OF THE MALLOUM REGIME, IGNORES FROLINAT'S OPEN TRANS- 
GRESSIONS, AND EEIGNS DISTURBANCE AT WHAT FRENCH INTER- 
VENTION FOREBODES FOR ALL OF AFRICA. PRIVATELY, LIBYA 
HAS TACITLY SUPPORTED, IF NOT ORGANIZED, LATEST EROLINAT 
OFEENSIVE WHICH AIMS NOT SO MUCH AT MALLOUM'S IMMEDIATE 
DOWNFALL AS AT SECURING NDJAMENA'S ACCEPTANCE OF LIBYA'S 
INTERPRETATION OE THE SEBHA AGREEMENT - I.E. RECOGNITION 
FOR "PROGRESSIVE" FROLINAT AND A TERMINATION OE THE ERENCH 
PRESENCE. 

4. AT PRESENT, LIBYA IS CONFINDENT THAT ITS TWO-PRONGED 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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STRATEGY IS WORKING. ON THE ONE HAND, NO ONE HAS OPENLY 
POINTED THE FINGER AT LIBYA'S MEDDLING, DESPITE REPORTS 
OF FRANK EXCHANGES WITH LIBYAN LEADERS ON THE PART OP 
CHADIAN, FRENCH AND SUDANESE OFPICIALS. CHAD'S FORMAL 
COMPLAINT TO UNITED NATIONS IS GOOD CASE-IN-POINT (REF- 
TELD). DESPITE ALLUSION TO "FOREIGN AGGRESSION," CHAD 
GROUPS LIBYA WITH SUDAN AND NIGER AS ONE OF THE PARTIES 
STRIVING FOR NATIONAL RECONCILIATION, AN IDENTIFICATION 
WHICH IS ESSENTIAL ELEMENT OF LIBYA'S "PUBLIC" APPROACH 
TOWARDS CHAD ISSUE. 
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5. INDEED, JALUD - ECHOING A WARNING ISSUED BY QADHAEI 
APRIL 17 (REETEL A) - WARNED IN HIS MAYDAY ADDRESS THAT 
QUOTE IE THE (SEBHA) AGREEMENT WAS MEANT TO BE AN UN- 
ETHICAL TACTICAL OPERATION EOR THE PURPOSE OE REGAINING 
STRENGTH AND REGROUPING AND FOR ASKING EOR MORE ERENCH 
EORCES AND ALSO EOR MASSING POTENTIALS IN ORDER TO CON- 
TINUE THE WAR, WE WARN AGAINST ANY ATTEMPT TO EVEN 
THINK ABOUT THIS METHOD UNQUOTE. 

6. THE QUESTION WHICH THEN ARISES IS: WHAT HAPPENS 
NEXT? THE TRIPOLI MEDIA HAVE PERHAPS GIVEN SOME INDICA- 
TION. IN AN UNUSUALLY EXTENSIVE COVERAGE OE CHAD EVENTS 
EVENING OE MAY 1, RADIO TRIPOLI REPORTED THAT MALLOUM ON 
APRIL 29 CALLED ON FROLINAT "TO HOLD NEW TALKS WITH HIM 
EOR A COMPREHENSIVE NATIONAL SETTLEMENT." SAME NEWS 
BULLETIN EOR EIRST TIME NOTED BOTH MALLOUM'S ACCUSATIONS 
THAT EROLINAT EIRST BROKE CEASE-EIRE AND THE FRONT'S RE- 
SPONSE THAT THE CHAD MILITARY COUNCIL HAD VIOLATED THE 
AGREEMENT QUOTE BY REEUSING TO ABIDE BY ITS MOST IMPORTANT 
PROVISION - THE FREEDOM OE MOVEMENT AND RETRAINING EROM 
SEEKING THE HELP OP FRENCH EORCES TO SOLVE INTERNAL 
PROBLEMS UNQUOTE. 
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7. IN VIEW OF THE ABOVE AND PROLINAT'S CURRENTLY STRONG 
POSITION WITHIN CHAD, IT SEEMS LIKELY THAT LIBYA WILL NOW 
ENCOURAGE PURTHER GOC/FROLINAT DISCUSSIONS, PERHAPS UNDER 
THE AEGIS OF THE JOINT MILITARY COMMITTEE. THE AIM OP 
THESE TALKS WOULD NOT BE A NEW ACCORD BUT TO BRING CHAD'S 
INTERPRETATION OF SEBHA II MORE INTO LINE WITH LIBYA'S, 
THEREBY PAVING THE WAY EOR THE FINAL RECONCILIATION MEET- 
ING SCHEDULED EOR JUNE 7 IN TRIPOLI. SUCH A SCENARIO 
BODES ILL EOR THE MALLOUM GOVERNMENT, BUT THE LIBYANS AND 
EROLINAT ARE PULLY AWARE THAT THEY PRESENTLY HAVE THE 
UPPER HAND, AND IT LOOKS AS THOUGH THEY INTEND TO USE IT.
